Israeli Plan for Jordan River 


Is Seen Aiding Mideast Peace 


By Arthur Max 


JERUSALEM, March 14 (AP). 
—IsraeHl engineers have a plan 
to change the Jordan River from 
8 trickling brook to ἃ torrent of 
sea Water. They say it. would 
foster industrial development in 
Israel and Jordan and help bring 


_ peace to the Middle East. 


The planners say their idea 
would provide an outlet to the 
Mediterranean Sea for Jordan, a8 
well as power, new 
industry and more irrigation for 
both Israel and Jordan. 

The plan, which is fresh from 
the drawing board and has no 
government approval, calls for 
digging e canal from the Medi- 
terranean near Haifa to the 
Jordan River. The canal would 
pour seawater into the river, 
which in turn drains into the 
Dead Sea, which is fast being 


"depleted. 


The idea would involve Israel 
and Jordan in mutual regional 
development, joint engineering 
and fimancing and could even- 
tually include Syria and Lebanon 
by helping them tap new water 


resources. 

Regional cooperation is one of 
the elements in Israel's definition 
of “true peace” in the Middle 
East and is one of the corner- 
stones of its foreign policy. Yet 
the regional development plan is 
meeting opposition within the 
Jerusalem government because of 
its bold scope and expense. 

The government has already 
approved ἃ feasibility study on 
digging a tunnel from the Medi- 
terranean to the Dead Sea, in 
southern Tsrael, to produce hydro- 
electricity. At $400 million, the 
tunnel would be half as expen- 
sive as the more ambitious canal 
plan.

“Something has made the crust 
move quite rapidly. It's quite 
spectacular from our point of 
view,” said Dr. Robert Castle, the 
leader of 8, U.S. geological survey 
team first detected the uplift 
of land while checking surveyors’ 
records showing changes in the 
elevation of certain geodetic ref- 
erence points. 

Because of historical patterns 
along the San Andreas Fault, 
which extends through central 
California from north of San 
Francisco to the Mexican border, 
geologists generally agree that a 


‘ major earthquake is inevitable. 


A fault is ἃ crack in the earth's 
crust where great stresses cal ac- 
cumulate. In the case of the San 
Andreas Fault, land on the east- 
em, side of the crack is drifting 
slowly to the south-southeast, 
while land on the west side is 
moving north-northwest. 

“Over a period of time, stresses 
build up as adjacent subterranean. 
rocks in the two sections of crust, 
called “plates,” move in opposite 
directions. The accumulated ener- 
gy is eventually releascd, as if 
from a coiled spring, when an 
earthquake occurs. 

Aside from scientific curiosity, 
the main reason that the bulge— 
which is mamed for the city of 
Palmdale, about 40 miles north~ 
east of here—has fascinated geol- 
ogists is that similar uplifts have 
been detected in the past shortly 
before earthquakes occurred. 

Dr, Castle found that a similar 
kind of bulge developed in the 
area of the last major earth- 
quake on the San Andreas Fault 
—it struck the San Fernando Val- 
ley in i971, killing more than 60 
persons. His finding suggested 
that the uplifting of land could 

-be am indication of something 


_ going on in the ground that fore- 
shadows an earthquake. 


‘There are partial, unsubstanti- 
ated indications that there may 
also have been a deflation of this 
earlier bulge just before the earth- 


searchers is that uplifts of land 
have occurred elsewhere at other 
times and no earthquakes occur- 
red afterward. Thus, the Palm- 
dale bulge might have no rela- 
tion to a future earthquake.

~ Dr. Castle noted that there were 
two major earthquakes close to 
the affected areas in 1927 and 
1933, not long after a 1926 survey 
indicated that the uplifted land 
bad eolepsed.

The specialist found what a lot 
of other doctors here are finding. 
Eleanor’s scalp had become a 
teeming hive of “supernits,” 15 
London parents call them. The 
nits are the tiny white eggs of 
an insecticide-resistant “super- 
louse,” also known as a “hopper,” 
although lice don't hop. “In a 
word.” said Mrs, Nabney, “it’s 
creepy.” 

Some sections of London, varl- 
ous other parts of Britain, and 
apparently many sections of the 
world are suffering from an epi- 
demic of head lice infestation, 
according to experts here who are 
Willing to talk about it. 


Increased Number of Cases

Bill on Press 
Disputed in 
South Africa

free to report and criticize,” he 
said in a televised interview on 
the South African Broadcasting 
Corp, ‘SABC.

“The press should be free like 
a fish in the water. As long as 
it stays in the water it can swim 
left or right, in any direction, but 
the moment it comes out of the 
water, then it is different, then 
it is recklessness." he said. 

Opposition to Mr. Mulder's 
statements appeared soon after 
the broadcast. 


Solo Performance

Warren Blamed Eisenhower. . 
For Race Climate After ’54

WASHINGTON, March 14 
(WP!.— Former Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, in a book to be 
published in May. blames Presi- 
dent Dwight Eisenhower for 
much of the racial trouble that 
afflicted the United States after 
the Supreme Court's school-de- 
sepregation decisions in the 
1950s. 

Justice Warren also said that 
Eisenhower once defended South- 
ern advocates of segregation as 
“not bad people. All they are con- 
cerned about is to see that their 
sweet little girls are not required 
to sit in school alongside some 
big, overgrown Negroes.” 

An adaptation of material in 
the book, “The Memoirs of Ear! 
Warren,” appears in the April At- 
lantic Monthiy. three years af- 
ter his death and eight years 
after Eisenhower's. 

‘The adaptation centers on Jus- 
tice Warren’s account of Brown 
vs. Board of Education, the 1954 
decision holding that segregation 
of children in public schools 
Solely berause of their race was 
unconstitutional, and the 1955 
“Brown-2” decision insisting that 
integration of pablic schools pro- 
ceed “with all deliberate speed.” 

Justice Warren said that he had 
expected “some resistance” but 
not the vast defiance and thwart- 
ing caused by “racist-minded pub- 
lic officials ang candfdates.” 

Southern Manifesia 

They were, be wrote, respond 
ing mainly to the so-called South- 
ern Manifesto, in which virtually 
all Southern members of Con- 


“discredited more than a century 
before,” urged the states to defy 
the Supreme Court. 

Justice Warren wrote that 
“much of our racial strife could 
have been avaided” if Kisenhower 
merely had observed that the 
Declaration of Independence ded- 
icates the country to the princi- 
ple “that all men are created 
equal...” 

He said if Hisenhower had said 
that it was row unconstitutional 
to continue “cruel practices” of 
discrimination against black chil- 
dren and that every good citizen 
was duty-bound fo honor the 
court’s rulings, “if he had said 
something to this effect, I think 
we would bave been relieved of 
many of the racial problems 
which have continued to plague 
us.

The other day commodity dealers paid

, Sach wild price gyrations have become 
fommon in freely traded commodities. creat- 
ing @ climate of uncertainty among produc- 
img and consuming nations. For the United 
States, uncertainty is not a major problem: 
much as a consumer may hate to pay $3.50 
for a can of coffee. the impact of coffee 
prices on U.S. living standards is not great, 
The economy is so rich and diversified that 
at can take such ups and downs in stride. 

x oe » 

But for less deveioped countries specializ- 
ing in a Single export, such as tin ‘or rubber 
or coffee. price fluctuations can be devas- 
tating. Hard times may push the incomes 
of millions of laburers below subsistence. 
Good times bring relief. yet sow the seeds 
for future collapse as smali producers rush 
to expand output. In addition, price fluc- 
vuations may make it impossible to attract 
needed foreign investment: Most banks and 
corporations are leery of staking the future 
oh 8 roller coaster. 

“One answer to the problem is commodity 
price stabilization: iong-term agreements 
hetween suppliers and consumers that allow 
both to plan for the future. The idea has 
Jong been advocated by the less-developed 
countries: agreements on tin and coffee 
exist today. at least on paper. But under 
the Ford administration, opposition from 
‘Treasury Secretary William Simon prevented 
active participation by the world’s largest 
eonsumer, the United States. The Carter 
administration has now expressed a willing- 
ness to discuss the subject, though it has not 
yet taken a position. preferring to wait until 
the poor nations have made their case. in 
meetings this spring. 

Idealiy, commodity agreements stabilize 
prices through the use of production controis 
or stockpiles, By agreement. when prices 
fall because of abundant harvests or re- 
duced demand. the producers either restrict 
output, or sell the excess to a stockpile main- 
tained by the agreement partners. When 
prices rise. production quotas are suspended 
and “buffer stocks" are sold on world mar- 
kets, The object is to reduce the annual 
swings in price, 

William Simon vetoed price agreements as 
& matter of principle. A free marketeer, 


Stmon viewed any move away from an- 
fettered competition as a step backward. 
Ideology aside. other critics have been skep- 
tical that international agreements can sur- 
vive divergent natlona! interests. 

Successful stabilization clearly requires 
substantial international cooperation. As 
noted. supplies can be controlled in one or 
two ways: national production quotas, or 
stockpiles controlled jointly by producer and 
consumer nations, 

National production quotas. which can be 
imposed to prevent prices from falling rap- 
idly. unfortunately create an incentive for 
suppliers to cheat by selling extra output 
under the table. Just this sort of chiseling 
has spoiled past coffee stabilization agree~ 
ments, 

Buffer stockpiles. on the other hand. are 
easily monitored. But they require ἃ sub- 
stantla} initial cash investment, money which 
would almost certatnly have to be supplied 
by the rich consumer nations. U.S. economists 
belleve that for copper, for instance. a suc- 
cessful buffer against price fluctuation 
might require an outlay of $7 billion to pur~ 
ehase and stockpile excess supplies. But 
the Third World's voice in these matters, the 
UN Conference on Trade and Development, 
ἐξ more optimistic. contending that a com- 
mon fund of $3 billion could sustain stocks 
for ten major commodities. 

* OK OX 

It is true that stabilization agreements 
have rarely worked well in the past; but 
then, they have rarely been proposed with 
the present sense of urgency. Thanks to 
OPEC's oil prices. the developing nations are 
in worse shape today than they've been in 
decades. Stabilization agreements could 
give them an important boost. 

The Carter administration's current neu- 
traiity is born of conflicting motives. On 
the one hand. the United States has prob- 
ably the smallest economic stake in commod- 
ity price stability and it would almost cer- 
tainly have to finance the required stock- 
piles. On the other hand. Washington wants 
to help the poor nations. They have been 
living beyond their means for three years, 
running up huge fuel bills and paying for 
them with borrowed funds. Effective sta- 
bilization agreements for some commodities 
—cocoa, tin and rubber appear to be prime 
candidates—are clearly worth a try. As 
gesture and substance, U.S. cooperation on 
price stabilization is preferable to foreign- 
aid handouts.

Pretoria Marches on Its Press 


‘The present narrow, frightened govern- 
ment of South Africa seems determined to 
undermine what vestiges of free institutions 
remain im the country and to turn Itself by 
degrees into a Soviet-style totalitarian state. 
The latest evidence of this disheartening 
trend lies in the “Press Code” that Prime 
‘Minister Vorster has just introduced in 
Parliament, which is controlled by the in- 
creasingly reactionary right wing of his Na- 
tionalist party. Long frustrated by the de- 
termination of the press to report and com~- 
ment in the Western tradition, the govern-_ 
ment has finally decided that its policy of 
harassment must give way to outright sup- 
pression of free inquiry. 

“Press Code”: the words sound innocuous. 
The reality would be to put an immense 
amowst of crude power over the media 
into the government's hands. The govern- 
ment would appoint a majority of the mem- 
bers to a press council, which- would func- 
tion as a Kind of kangaroo court, imposing 
sanctions, including criminal sanctions. on 
owners. editors and journalists found guilty 
of violating the government's standards of 
journalistic responsibility. There could be 
no appeal of this council’s decisions to the 
South African judiciary. which happens to 
pe the society’s one other outpost of freedom. 
‘Newspapers. for instance. would bave to 
“exercise exceptional care and responsibility 
as to subjects that may cause enmity or 
give offense in racial, ethnic or cultural 
matters ..- matters that may detrimentally 
affect the safety of the state, the common- 
weal, the peace and good order and the de- 


jense of the republic...” What self-re- 
specting journal could last a week stretched 
out on this sort of puritanical rack? 

We note that not only the outspoken 
English-language press of South Africa and, 
of course, the courageous black press. but 
even the more conservative Afrikaans-lan- 
guage press are united, at least inittally. in 
opposing this assault on their tradition and 
effectiveness. They deserve the support of 
all people concerned with free institutions 
and the struggle for racial justice in South 
Africa. For what is at stake here is not 
merely the condition of one institution. An- 
nouncement of the press code signals the 
government's Teadiness to turn a deaf ear 
to those South African vaices crying out for 
change to preempt catastrophe. It means 
the practical end of the government's belief 
that, by maintaining itself in some aspects 
as ἃ democratic society, it could present it- 
self as fit for Western political and social 
company. It amounts to acceptance of con- 
frontation at home and isoiation abroad. 


Jimmy Carter's arrival at the White House 
has newly sensitized the entire Interna- 
tional community to the human rights ques- 
tion. He has made it clear that the United 
States will move its own policy closest to 
those nations that share its values, A sub- 
stantial number of countries have altered 
their policy, at least in a token way. since 
he took office. Though the press-code pro- 
posal is not yet law. South Africa seems de- 
termined to go to the other way.

Democracy With a Passion 


THENS—‘There are three 
-4 Kinds of democracy in Eu- 
Tope: Anglo-Saxon, Scandinavian 
and Mediterranean,” Premier 
Constantine Caramaniis said re- 
cently. “Of the three, the Medi- 
Verranean is the least disciplined 
and the most difficult to manage. 
Jargely because of the passionate 
nature of the Mediterranean per- 
sonality. I detest passion in 
Politics. Passion obscures issues 
and blinds citizens to the truth.” 


Considerable attention has been 
focused recently on Mediterra- 
nean democracy. Portugal. Spain. 
Greece and Turkey are all trying 
τὸ solidify democratic regimes af- 
ter varying periods of dictator- 
ship, and all hope to enter the 
European Common Market even- 
tually as a way of safeguarding 
those regimes. Madrid, for ex- 
ample, is holding its first eiec- 
tions since the rise of Franco this 
spring and is trying to remote 
the causes of political violence by 
such moves as the ammesty for 
political prisoners announced Jast 
week Ankara is considering early 
elections as a way of resolving 
the parliamentary stalemate that 
has hampered the government for 
more than three years. The 
Athens government under Mr. 
Caramanlis is the strongest of 
the four, while the Lisbon govern- 
ment under Premier Mario Soares 
is trying to rule without a major- 
ity in parliament. Even France 
and Italy have suffered periodic 
instability since World War 11. 


Instability 


What causes this legacy of 
instability in the “slive repub-~ 
lic” of southern Europe?
